believe the incentives Introduced in late 1953 (increased prices re- 
c eive d, decreased prices paid, reduction in delivery quotas, new 
services to agrlcultura, etoj ware re sp o nsi b le for the better shoving 
in 1954 but fait that they ware influential in acne degree in 1955. 
future output will probably reflect intensive rather thaa extensive 
development agriculture, and fertilisers will undoubtedly r.i- T an 
increasingly Important role.

Considerable attention was focused on trends in social isa tion of 
agriculture. About one third of AaSat agricultural land la now 
socialised, most of this fraction being collectivised while a snail 
portion la under state operation. Two-thirds of the agricultural land 
la st ill under private ownership. She prep o r ti .ana of total acreage 
represented by socialised and private operation, however, vary greatly 
anang the individual sa telli tes. While privately owned fanes prese n tly 
constitute a major part of total EuSst acreage, this segment h as been 
sh rinkin g, The efforts to socialize the sector, however, have not, la 
recent years, proceeded as rapidly as formerly. 

Highly influential in the promotion of socialisation of agricul- 
ture are the political cadres attached to the Motor Tractor Stations. 
The MTS has become an extremely important factor la EuSat agriculture
